Students study space tomatoes 



Budding student scientists in the 
seventh grade science class at St. Peter's 
School, are planting garden to experiment 
with tomato seeds from space. 

During the spring semester, students 
will grow and monitor space-exposed 
seeds and Earth-based seeds, searching for 
differences caused by long-term exposure 
to cosmic radiation. Results gathered by 
the students will be forwarded to NASA 
by June IS for a final report. 

For nearly six years, the seeds were 
exposed to the harsh environment of 
space, subjected to cosmic radiation, 
temperature extremes, weightlessness, and 
the vacuum of space. Students will be 
looking for possible mutations to the 
tomato plant, such as changed in fruit size 
and color, growth rate, and leaf, stem, and 
stalk shapes and sizes. The pink grapefruit 
is a mutation resulting from irradiating 
the white grapefruit seed. 

The Space Exposed Experiment 
Developed for Students (SEEDS) was one 
of 57 experiments housed on the recently 
recovered 1 1-ton Long Duration Exposure 
Facility satellite. After a nearly six-year 
voyage in space, the 12.5 million tomato 
seeds were rescued by the crew of the 
Space Shuttle Columbia on Jan. 12, 
1990. 

In March, NASA distributed 180,000 
SEEDS kits containing space-exposed 
seeds and an equal number of Earth-based 



seeds to teachers from the upper 
elementary school to the university level 
for experiments and study.

Village board 'dispatches' 
cop department problems

The Antioch Village Board voted to 
replace a part-time dispatcher position in 
the police department with a full-time 
position. 

Antioch Village Trustee Larry Hanson, 
head of the safety committee, told the 
village board that there is a staffing 
problem in the police-fire dispatching 
department 

He asked that the slot for a part-time 
dispatcher be replaced with one for a full- 
time dispatcher because "Those girls arc 
really overloaded." 

Antioch Police Chief Charles Miller 
told the board that this change would not 
affect the police budget he had already 
prepared because the present staffing 
problem had drawn a lot of over-time 
wages which would be negated by the new 
full-timer's salary. 

Hanson added that a new full-time 
dispatcher could also pick up some of the 
clerical work in the police investigation 
department to released an officer from 
paper work for investigative work. 



Also in relation to the police 
department, Trustee Ed Kosziorowski 
questioned Miller about the police 
department maintaining a daily residence 
check while people arc on vacation for six 
months. 

Miller said that this had been a long- 
time police department courtesy. 

Kosziorowski said "watching someone's 
house when they arc away for two weeks 
or so is one thing, but six months is 
another and expensive proposition." 

"They should pay for this kind of 
service, we could probably install a 
security system for the cost of having a 
squad drive by and stop and check doors 
everyday for six months, " said 
Kosziorowski. 

The board also decided to put the 
Villages of Lake Villa and Lindenhurst on 
notice that the price of Antioch doing the 
dispatching for their police and fire 
departments will be going up. 

Kosziorowski asked the Chief Miller 
come up with costs of equipment and man 
hours for doing this dispatching to show 
the two village boards plus the cost of the 
expanded 91 1 system.

The homeless in Lake County 

Facing the 



Faceless 



Editor's Note: This is the first of 
a three-part series addressing the 
growing problem of homelessness 
in Lake County. The first part 
will look at some of the people, 
agencies and issues involved. Part 
' 2 will address specific problems 
that cause or contribute to 
homelessness. Part 3 will look at 
what needs to be done and what 
can be done in the future to 
combat this serious problem. 

Rodney saw it as an adventure. "Chris" 
was looking for "that big something to 
jump into." "Mary" moved here from 
Texas. "Ann" lost both parents in 
December. "Ruby" said her family no 
longer had room for her and her children. 

These are the ones with no faces and 
sometimes, no names. These are the' 
homeless in Lake County. 

Rodney sums it up best: "This is not a 
good life. It's not fun at all." 
Rodney, "Chris," "Mary" and "Ann" (all 
names in quotation marks were changed at 
the request of the people interviewed) have 
been living in the PADS shelter system, 
where they were interviewed "Ruby" had 
found a job and a temporary residence at 
the time of our interview and had never 
spent the night in a PADS shelter during 
her family's homeless period. 

They talk about their expectations: "I 
thought this thing, living like the hobos 
did, would be fun," explained Rodney. 
His friend Chris elaborated, "You see it on 
TV, or printed up and you get a certain 
idea about it But it's not like that. 
People look down on you." "It's not what 
I expected to get into," admits Mary, "but 
so far it's o.k., except for my husband 
being out of work." They don't talk about 
other people's expectations for them. 

They talk about sleeping in cars, 
although Chris is quick to point out not 
many are fortunate enough to have cars. 
"My greatest fear," admitted Ruby, "was 
of sleeping in my car with my kids. That 
would have been the worst" They don't 
talk about sleeping in houses. 

They talk about looking for work. "I 
can't get into the military because I'm not 
a high school graduate," said Chris. "It's 
hard to* get into a GED program, 
especially when you're homeless, and you 
have to buy this book, these supplies, and 
all that, and you don't have the money to 
get to the classes." "Fast food places will 
hire you," says Rodney, "but they won't 
give more than maybe 35 hours a week 
and they don't like you to work overtime ." 
They don't mention the cost of 
transportation, cleaning uniforms, feeding 
themselves, or the high cost of housing. 

They talk about their families. "My 
sister doesn't want to be involved with 
me, and I don't really blame her," said 
Ann. "Go home?" asked Chris. "It's kind 
of embarrassing." 

"When Im doing good," said Rodney, "I 
stop by and see my mother. When I'm 
doing bad she doesn't hear from me.* 
Chris again. "I want some kind of 
stability first I can't go home a failure." 
Ruby: "I stayed with my family for 
awhile; but it got to be a bit much, so I 
had to leave," They don't talk about their 
children someday coming to them with 
the same need. 

They talk about, the social services 
system. "Illinois state aid for the 
homeless might give you $165, referral to

a shelter, and some food stamps," explains 
Rodney. "You can get it from 10 days to 
two weeks. It can take up to 45 days to 
collect state aid in some cases." "They 
i.d. you from your toes up," says Ann. 
"You're better off finding your own 
situation, but you can get some help if 
you have the right card." She opens her 
wallet and spills a dozen or more aid cards 
out food stamp identification, township 



within PADS or any other agency he 
contacted. So he created his own. It is 
run independently and he jokingly calls it 
a "work-study" program. "We do Bible 
study first thing in the morning to start 
off, but it's voluntary and just a 
devotional study. Mainly we help with 
resume writing, job search skiHs. We help 
locate job openings, and we help with 
furniture and clothing if they find an 
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identification, medical aid identification, 
others. No one talks about the sort of 
identification needed to rejoin society. No 
one says much about the cutbacks in the 
aid packages. 

They talk about the PADS system. 
"Thank God it's here," says Ann, "but I 
don't want to be here." "My family 
weren't the ones who helped," offered 
Ruby. "It was the people from the 
sellers and the other organizations, One 
thing you do learn very quick. You learn 
who your real friends are." "You might 
freeze trying to get to one of the PADS," 
said Chris, commenting on the distance 
between shelters and the lack ' of 
transportation. "They may have a good 
system, but once you get from here to 
there, that's your whole day right there. 
You have to survive for that day. You 
can't get out to get that job." Nobody 
talks about what happens when the 
shelters close down at the end of April, 
about where they will go at night then. 

"There's not too much chance for a 
homeless person," concludes Rodney, 
sadly. 

There are those trying to create chances. 
Rev. Dennis Cress runs one of the PADS 
shelters at the Hillcrest Baptist Church in 
North Chicago. He saw a need for follow- 
up care, and there was nothing available 



apartment." 

This effort is apparently paying off. Of 
the dozen or so people who have entered 
his program at some point, six have 
stayed pretty much all the way through. 
Of these, Cress reports that his program 
has placed two people in housing and 
found employment for another three. His 
program has also furnished at least one 
apartment for one person. The follow-up 
program has only been running for the 
past six weeks. 

Other groups are out there as well. SER 
Fair Housing is looking into establishing 
a drop-in center where many other services 
could send representatives so that services 
and programs could be centrally located for 
easier access to those in need. 

Project COOL (Christian Outreach Of 
Lutherans) is working on offering 
transitional housing for people coming off 
the street and out of shelters. COOL also 
operates a food pantry at 121 W. Water 
St. in Waukegan. 

A partial list of agencies involved in 
helping the homeless would include the 
PADS system, Catholic Charities, 
Prairie State Legal Services, the 
Community Action Project (CAP), the 
Lake County Humane Society, the 
Salvation Army, Food Resource Services, 
the St. Vincent De Paul Society, the 



Lake County Health Dept. and Lake 
County Mental Health. There is also the 
Street People Task Force and the 
Coalition for the Homeless. There is also 
a loosely knit organization of church 
sponsored soup kitchens reminiscent of 
the depression era bread lines. 

If this admittedly partial' list seems 
formidable, so do the numbers collected 
on the homeless situation in Lake County 
alone. One iota! estimate of the homeless 
in Lake County gives an approximate 
figure of 2,800. The numbers vary and all 
sources admit that there may be more 
people in need than can be properly 
assessed, but a conservative estimate for a 
one month period in January totalled 273 
people, according to a survey done by 
SER/ Fair Housing Center's Linda 
Hammond. The local PADS shelters 
offered 2,920 nights of shelter in the last 
season alone. 

"Fifty percent of the homeless are 
children under 18. Another 20 percent arc 
employed adults. The remaining 30 
percent are spouses of the unemployed, 
some mentally ill persons, some people 
who lack employment skills or people 
between jobs," maintains Greg Gola of 
the VA Domiciliary program. 

And this is just the list of those who 
have already fallen through the cracks. 
The list of those who are marginal, who 
are perhaps one paycheck or one disaster 
away from spending some time in their 
cars or in a shelter is much longer. 

One thing many groups agree on is the 
need for a permanent center where those in 
need could go for help, one location with 
offices for several agencies and 
organizations with help to offer. But 
finding a community willing to have such 
a center within city or village limits in 
Lake County is difficult. Toby Jones, 

director of PADS puts it simply, 
"Everybody wants it, but not in their 
backyards."

Landmark meeting 




An almost unheard of endeavor, getting 
17 neighboring communities to agree on 
common ordinances governing growth and 
development, will come to a head at 8 
p.m. Thursday, April 26, at Lake Zurich 
Village Hall when articles of agreement 
arc presented at a meeting of the Corridor 
Planning Council for Central Lake 
County. 

The council, an assemblage of 
municipalities along the proposed 
extension of Hwy. 53, was formed as a 
planning vehicle by the Northeastern 
Illinois Planning Commission (NIPC) 
with hopes of avoiding many of the 
problems now being suffered by 
mushrooming DuPage County. 

Formed last summer, the council has 
been conducting workshops for the last 
five months to set the stage for adoption 
of local ordinances protecting wetlands, 



encouraging construction of affordable 
housing and restricting more traffic 
congestion than we now have. 

There is a prevailing feeling that there 
arc benefits to be achieved in forming 
common responses to mutual problems 
even if the controversial highway never is 
built The altitude of mutual respect and 
need for cooperation is encouraging. NIPC 
is stressing voluntarism in agreeing on 
guidelines. There is too much evidence 
that there is little or nothing to be gained 
when neighboring villages compete for 
tax-generating office buildings and 
shopping malls. 

Response to the articles of agreement 
will signal whether the decade of the 90's 
is a new dawning or a continuation of the 
head-long plunge toward gridlock and 
desiccation of the environment.

The Lake County Jail will be gelling 
new floors. A bid by Camosy 
Construction has been approved for 
54,344,000 to build one new floor and 
part of a second on to the existing jail 
building. The remaining half of the fifth 
floor and all of the sixth .will be done, 
with construction due to begin within the 
next three or four weeks, according to 
Harold Callahan, chairman of the building 
commission. 

The commission has also authorized 
their attorney to purchase a parking tot 
south of the jail for 5615,000. The 
property, south of Water St. between 
Utica and County, has had two 
condemnation suits against it. According

to Callahan, as soon as the contracts arc 
signed and the court releases the 
condemnation suits against the property, 
the lot can be used. "We may increase the 
capacity. We own a piece of properly 
south of the lot, on the west side, and we 
may want to repaint the divider markings, 
but other than that, it's a fully paved lot." 

Another purchase the commission is 
looking into is a building at 307 
Washington St. The commission is 
suggesting that an offer be made on the 
property as part of a long-range plan to 
acquire two or three buildings on the 
south side of Washington St. for use as 
another courts complex. 

"Courts arc growth industries," said' 
Callahan, because as he pointed out, 
"crime is a major growth industry now." 
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He said that Lake County presently has 
"more judges than courtrooms," and more 
office space is needed by the Circuit Court 
Clerk's office, the Public Defender's 
office, the Stale's Attorney's office and 
others. 

The building the commission is 



currently looking at is an abandoned site 
and Callahan said the commission would 
like to purchase it before a developer or 
private owner goes to the trouble of 
rchabbing it and forcing the courts to 
issue a condemnation to allow the county 
to purchase the property.

There arc slews and their are stews...Thcy range from 
inexpensive, easily cooked dishes to the more complicated, 
made with expensive, sometimes exotic ingredients. My 
recipes can be used as guides, with imagination, you can 
combine different meats and vegetables and add other herbs 
and spices for new tastes. 

Just remember: simple or glamorous, with proper 
cooking and seasoning, every stew will be a joy to eat 

Chicken with peanuts 

Peanuts add a southern touch; a good, hearty stew served 
with fresh steamed, buttered broccoli and cauliflower. 
4 to 5 lb. stewing chicken, cut up 
2 Tbl. oil 

1 tsp. paprika 2 Tbl. butter 

2 medium onions, thinly sliced 
1/4 pepper 2 tsp. salt 

3 cups chicken broth 2 Tbl. chopped pimento 
3 Tbl. flour 1/2 cup water 

1/3 cup finely chopped salted peanuts 

Hot cooked rice 

Wash chicken and dry well on paper toweling. Heat oil 
and butter in large heavy saucepan or Dutch oven and add 
chicken. Sprinkle with paprika and cook, turning, until 
browned on all sides. Lift out chicken pieces as they brown. 
Drain all but 1 Tbl. fat from pan when chicken has been 
removed. Add onions and cook gently 3 minutes, stirring. 

Return chicken to pan and add salt, pepper, pimento and 
use 3 cups chicken broth. Cover tightly and simmer until 
chicken is tender. (This should take about 1 hour. Lift 
chicken out of liquid and keep warm. Combine 1/2 cup 
water and flour, blending until smooth. Gradually stir into 
liquid in pan. Add peanuts. Cook gently, stirring

Hot Mexican chicken 

This zippy chicken stew is delicious with the addition of 
the sliced green pepper and raisins. Serve with hot rice and 
icy cold avocados with fresh lime wedges. 

2 1/2 to 3 lb. chicken, cut-up 
1/3 cup flour 1/8 tsp. pepper 
1 tsp. salt 1/2 tsp. paprika 

1 clove garlic, crushed 3 Tbl. oil 

2 green peppers, cut in thin strips 
1 cup water 1 cup orange juice 
1 tsp. crushed chili peppers 

2/3 cup seedless raisins 

Combine flour, paprika, salt and pepper in a flat dish. 
Dry chicken pieces with paper towelling and roll in flour 
mixture to coat on all sides. (Save any extra flour). 

Heat oil in heavy skillet. Add chicken and brown well on 
all sides. Push chicken to one side of skillet and add garlic 
and green peppers to drippings. Cook gently, stirring, 5 
minutes. Sprinkle in flour left from coating chicken and stir 
to blend. Stir in orange juice and water gradually. Bring to a 
boil, stirring constantly. Sprinkle in chili peppers and 
raisins. Cover pan and simmer until chicken is tender, 30 to 
45 minutes, turning chicken occasionally. (If you are using 
an electric skillet you may have to add more liquid-use 
water or orange juice). 

Note: The crushed peppers make this dish quite hot-if 
you prefer it milder use only 1/2 tsp. crushed chili peppers. 

Old-Fashioned Swiss steak 

My Dad's favorite recipe. We would serve it over small 
boiled potatoes. Accompany with cooked baby carrots and 
hard rolls. This is for you, Dad! 

1 tsp. salt 2 Tbl. flour 

1/2 tsp. paprika 1/4 tsp. pepper 

1 1/2 lb. round steak, cut 1 inch thick 

19 oz. can tomatoes 2 Tbl. oil 

3 large onions, sliced thin 
1/2 cup chopped celery 

1 small bay leaf, crumbled 
1/2 tsp. dried leaf oregano 
1 Tbl. Worcestershire sauce.

My space is limited, so I'll skip the intro and get right 
to the facts as to why I choose Milwaukee's Mitchell 
Field over 0'Hare. 

1. Cheap Parking. Compare O'Hare's garage parking 
at *12 a day to Milwaukee's much more convenient 
inside parking at '3.50. A tip. If you can, park on level 
three and you will have no need for stairs, elevators or 
escalators. Just a straight walk of no more than 5 
minutes all the way to your gate. 

2. Cheap Airfares. Two airlines, American and United, 
dominate O'Hare departures. Unless these two big guys 
get into a fare war with each other, they pretty much set 
the price. Milwaukee departures, on the other hand, 
have Northwest's 15% share as the largest, the other 
85% split among lots of other carriers. More 
competition, lower prices. One draw back though, you 
are still more likely to get a non-stop from O'Hare. This 
is changing as more airlines make Milwaukee a hub. 

3. Easy to get to. Like O'Hare, Mitchell Field is 
connected to the interstate. Unlike O'Hare, when you 
exit the interstate you can expect to be at the terminal 
within a couple of minutes. Living in Lake Villa, I find 
Mitchell Field to be a little further than O'Hare, but with 
the 65 MPH on I-94 and much less traffic, I find the 
driving time to be about the same. 

4. Real neat concessions. I can't pass by Famous 
Amos Cookies without getting a couple for the trip. Sure 
beats airline food. If you want something to read during 
that four hour flight to Los Angeles, skip the overpriced 
news stands and head for the used book store. 

Well, I'm out of space, but not out of reasons to use 
Mitchell. I really have at least six more. 
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Combine flour, salt, pepper, and paprika. Sprinkle half 
over one side of steak and pound with a mallet or the edge 
of a heavy plate. Repeat with second side of steak. 

Cut steak into serving-size pieces. Heat oil in large 
skillet. Add meat and brown slowly on both sides. Add 
remaining ingredients, cover tightly and simmer until meat 
is fork tender, about 2 hours. 



Beef Goulash 

Wonderful, rib-sticking beef goulash. This is another 
stew that gets better made the day before serving. Great for 
buffet entertaining. 

2 1/2 lb. stewing beef, cubed 

3 Tbl. oil flour 

3 medium onions, sliced 

1/2 tsp. pepper 2 tsp. salt > 

111 tsp. dried leaf marjoram 1 Tbl. paprika 
1 tsp. caraway seeds 1 clove garlic, chopped 
1 cup sour cream boiling water 
hot. buttered noodles or boiled potatotes 

Dredge meat in flour. Heat oil in heavy saucepan and 
brown onions lightly. Lift out onions with slotted spoon. 
Brown meat in remaining oil (add a little more oil if needed 
to prevent burning). Add onions, salt, pepper, paprika, 
marjoram, garlic and caraway seeds. Add enough boiling 
water to cover meat Cover and cook over low heat about 2 
hours, or until meat is tender. Remove cover for last 30 
minutes to allow gravy to thicken a bit. Add a little of the 
hot mixture to the sour cream and stir to blend. Stir back 
into pan and heat but do not boil. 

Serve with buttered noodles. 

Note: you may substitute beef broth for the boiling 
water.

EYE CARE 

News, Views & Questions About Your Eyes

QUESTION: I've read thai President Bush has glaucoma. What is glaucoma and is H serious? 
ANSWER: President Bush is one of an estimated 2 million people over the age ol 35 who has 
glaucoma. This condition results from an excessive build up of the eye's natural fluid. Under 
normal circumstances, this fluid keeps the eye from collapsing. As fresh fluid is produced, Ihe 
excess drains out through a meshwork of tissue. If this drainage path is blocked, pressure 
builds and begins to damage the optic nerve which carries visual images from the eye to the 
brain. If left untreated, peripheral or side vision is gradually lost, leaving the glaucoma victim 
with tunnel vision.' Over lime bindness usually occurs. 

Fortunately for President Bush and many other people who have regular eye examinations, 
the problem can almost always be diagnosed and controlled, normally with eye drops. If this is 
not successful, or If the patient has unwanted side effects from the drops, laser surgery may 
be used to open up the tissue to provide proper fluid drainage.

We were enroute from Callaway 
Gardens, Georgia to Chattanooga, Tenn., 
heading north in the latter stage of our 
Florida trip. It was interesting but sad to 
see the summer of Florida slipping away 
to spring in Georgia and each day the 
temperatures receded as tree leaves 
disappeared in favor of just hints of green.

Nearly all 750,000 visitors to Callaway 
Gardens make it a point to see the 
butterflies, even though it is only a 
relatively small part of their 14,000 acres 
dedicated to horticulture, wildlife, 
wilderness, recreation and education. 

Started some 60 years ago by Cason 
Callaway, Sr., it was aimed at preserving 
flora and fauna of Georgia, then slipping 
away into cotton fields. For generations to 
come, a recreational and educational 
pleasure area now can be seen.

Tune-ups recommended every 30,000 miles 



To keep cars in top condition, do-it- 
yourselfers tend to needlessly replace spark 
plugs well before the recommended 
mileage interval, yet other important tune- 
up parts are often neglected when 
replacement is recommended. 

For reliable performance with modern, 
high-voltage ignition systems, spark 
plugs, distributor caps, rotors, and plug 
wires should be replaced at 30,000 mile 
intervals. Replacing these parts can 
prevent some of the following 
performance problems. 

•erratic idle and hesitation 

•poor fuel economy 



•erratic shifting with automatic 
transmissions > 
•loss of power at high RPMs 
•failure to pass emissions inspection 
Engine heat is the main reason why 
plug wires in particular, as well as 
distributor caps and rotors, should be 
replaced every 30,000 miles. Plug wires 
arc usually close to exhaust manifolds, 
where they get baked pretty badly. 

Also, to satisfy emission standards, 
normal engine operating temperatures 
have increased to around 220 degrees for 
later model cars. The trend to downsized 
cars has just concentrated this heat in a

smaller area under the hood. 

Modern ignition systems generally 
operate in the 20-50,000 volt range or 
higher. That's a lot of juice compared to 
the 5,000 volt breaker point ignition 
systems of yesteryear. 

Since 30,000 volts can arc a spark an 
inch and a half, any breakdown in the 
insulating properties of the cap, rotor or 
wire can allow the spark to arc to ground 
before it reaches the plug. This is why it's 
so important to keep caps, rotors and 
wires in top notch condition. 

With a properly functioning modern 
ignition system the spark plugs will still 
be clean after 30,000 miles. However, 
after long exposure to 2,000 degree 
combustion temperatures, spark plugs 
suffer from erosion. Plugs should be 
replaced at 30,000 miles because they will 
be eroded, not because they are dirty. 

In a modern ignition system, dirty 
plugs before 20,000 miles indicate some 



other problems such as a cylinder blowing 
oil. 

The 1980*s have brought many 
advances in electronic engine controls. 
During this period of change to fuel 
injection and electronic ignition, many 
different bugs have developed in many 
different models. Automotive suppliers 
have issued volumes of technical 
information to keep professional 
technicians aware of specific problems 
with specific models. Information in . 
which most do-it-yourselfers do not have 
ready access to or the training and 
experience to go along with it As a 
result, a car owner may spend hours 
beating his head against a brick wall 
trying to solve a performance problem 
that a qualified service specialist would 
correct as standard procedure during routine 
maintenance. 

The other major aspect of a modem 
tune-up is filter replacement.

maintenance performed on a 
timely basis. 

2, General cleaning. 
A dirty, streaked windshield 
causes eye strain and can be 
unsafe. Replace worn 
blades, winter's tough on 
them, and make certain you 
have plenty of washer fluid 
to fight the dust and insects 
of summer. Don't forget to 
clean the inside of the 
windshield too. 

. A dirty, cluttered interior 
can cause unnecessary 
stress, so a thorough 
cleaning is in order, 
especially if you plan to 
travel with children and lots 
of luggage. 

Keep your exterior in top 
shape by using a gentle 
detergent formulated for 
washing vehicles and a good 
grade of wax or polish. To 
prevent scratching, never 
clean today's headlights and 
taillights with dry rags. 

3. Cooling system. 
The number one cause of 
summer breakdowns is 
over-heating. The cooling 
system should be 
completely flushed and 
refilled about every 24 
months. The level, 
condition, and concentration 
of the coolant should be 
checked periodically. Never 
remove the radiator cap 



until the engine has cooled 
down. A 50/50 mix of anti- 
freeze and water is usually 
recommended. The tightness 
and condition of drive belts, 
clamps, and hoses should be 
checked by a pro. 

4. Air conditioning. 
How long has it been since 
your air conditioner was 
serviced? A marginally 
operating air conditioning 
system is likely to fail in 
hot weather. Have your 
system examined at a good 
repair shop. 

5. Engine per- 
formance. Engine 
drivability problems such as 
a rough idling, hard starts; 
stalling, and diminished 
power should be corrected. 
The air, fuel, and PCV 
filters should be replaced 
according to the 
manufacturers' 
recommendations, more 
often in dusty conditions. 

6. Engine oil. The 
old-fashioned oil change is 
one of the most vital 
maintenance tasks, yet 
paradoxically, it is also one 
of the most neglected The 
oil and filter should be , 
changed as specified in your 
owner's manual, more often 
(every 3,000 miles), if you 
plan long driving with 
luggage or a trailer in tow, 
or if you make many short, 
stop-and-'go-trips. 



7, Tires. Tires, too, are 
often neglected, robbing 
owners of thousands of 
miles of useable tread life 
and posing a potential 
safety hazard. Tires should 
be rotated about every 5,000 
miles. The air pressure 
should be checked once a 
month; let the tires cool 
down first. Check the 
sidewalls for nicks and cuts. 
Examine tires for tread life, 
uneven wearing and 
cupping. 

An alignment is 
warranted if your vehicle 
"pulls" while you arc. 
driving on a straight road or 
if there's uneven tread wear. 
Cupping (treads look as 
though they've been cupped 
out of the tire) indicates a 
balance problem. 
Remember to check you 
spare tire and make certain 
your jack is in good 
working condition. 

8. Brakes. Regular 
maintenance will extend the 
life of your brakes and will 
prevent more costly repairs 
due to neglect Brakes 
should be inspected as 
recommended by your 
manual, or sooner if you 
notice pulsations, grabbing, 
noises, or longer stopping 
distances.

• Those of you who 
perform your own oil 
changes probably aren't sure 
what to do with that gallon 
of black, used motor oil of 
sloshing around in your 
drain pan. Should you: 

A. Pour It down a 
drain or Into the 
sanitary sewer system? 

- B. Pour it over a 
gravel road to keep 
down the dust? 

C. Pour it over the 
ground In an out-of- 
the-way corner of your 
yard? 

D. Place it in a 
sealed container in 
your trash? 

If you answered "Yes" to 
any of these choices, read 
on. 

The U.S. Department of 
Energy estimates that 61 
percent of. do-it-yourselfers 
oil changers improperly 
dispose of their used motor 
oil. Do-it-yourselfers 
produce about 391 million 
gallons of used oil a year, 
so almost 240 million 
gallons of used motor oil 
arc dumped into our soil and 



water each year. 

Pouring used oil into the 
storm sewer or sanitary 
sewer system is like giving 
it a direct pipeline to the 
water supply. If spread over 
the ground, the oil will seep 
into the groundwater, and 
eventually the water supply. 
The same is true of putting 
oil in the trash, when it is 
taken to the landfill, the 
container will break and the 
oil will run into the soil 
and water. 

One quart of oil can ruin 
the taste of 250,000 gallons 
of drinking water, according 
to the U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency. That 
same quart can produce a 
film two acres wide on the 
surface of water. It can kill 
plants and animals in water 
and cause serious damage to 
equipment at water 
treatment facilities. 
' On the other hand, used 
oil can be collected and 
reprocessed for new 
products, such as a fuel oil 
substitute for industrial 
uses. The American

failure with cold weather. 
But batteries can fail in hot 
weather too. The only 
accurate way to detect a 
week battery is with the 
professional equipment 
available at good repair 
shops, but most people can 
perform routine care. Scrape 
away corrosion from posts 
and cable connections; clean 
all surfaces; re-tighten all 
connections. Wear eye 
protection and rubber gloves 
to avoid contact with the 
corrosive deposits and acid. 
10. Finding a good 
auto service. An integral 
part of the car care process 
includes finding good repair 
and service. An increasingly 
popular way to judge the 



technical know-how of 
individual technicians is to 
look for certification. The 
ASE conducts the only 
national, industry-wide 
competency testing program 
for working technicians. 
There are also ways to 
judge repair shops by 
asking friends and associates 
of their recommendations.

The entrance to the Primrose 3 
puts one in mind of a capitol 
rotunda, with its curved portico 
outside and vaulted foyer bordered by 
an open circular staircase inside.

QUESTION: I've read that President Bush has glaucoma. What is glaucoma arid to H serious? 
ANSWER: President Bush is one of an estimated 2 milion people over the age ol 35 who has 
glaucoma. This condition results from an excessive buiW up ol Ihe eye's r^al fluW. Under 
normal drcumstances. this fluid keeps the eye Iron collapsing. As tresh fluid Is produced, the 
excess drains out through a meshwork of tissue. H this drainage path is blocked, pressure 
builds and begins to damage the optic nerve which carries visual images from the eye to the 
brain. H left untreated, peripheral or side vision to gradually tost, leaving the glaucoma victim 
with tunnel vision." Over time bindness usualy occurs. ; 

Fortunately tor President Bush and many other people who have regular eye examinaiwns, 
the problem can aknost always be diagnosed and controlled, normaly with eye drops. If this is 
• not successful, or if the patient has unwanted side effects from the drops, laser surgery may 
be used to open up the tissue to provide proper fluid drainage.

Techniques for maintaining beautiful lawn 



Lawns arc an integral part of a home. 
They have aesthetic appeal, control 
erosion and often provide a playing surface 
for family recreation. Following is a list 
of tips and techniques for establishing and 
maintaining a lawn. 

1. Before mowing, remove from the 
lawn debris, dog bones, twigs, leaves, 
toys, and other debris which may be 
harmful if thrown from the lawn mower. 



2. To permit light and heat to speed 
grass growth, remove excess dormant 
vegetation with a mower in early spring. 
Set the mower a notch lower than normal 
cutting height 

3. Mowing is a weekly task. You 
should figure about 30 minutes for every 
5,000 square feet with a 21 -inch mower. If 
the lawn will not be used for recreational 
activity, the grass should be permitted to 



grow to a higher height. You also can 
select a grass that has low fertility 
requirements or that grows more slowly. 

4. Remove low spots where snow 
mold and water accumulate. Use a light 
leaf rake to remove dead grass and add 
topsoil to level. 

5. Fertilize in late spring, after winter 
nitrates are exhausted. 

6. Aerate your lawn each spring to 



reduce soil compaction and increase your 
lawn's ability to absorb moisture and 
nutrients. 

7. After the first or second mowing, 
set mower to preferred height of cut for 
your region. Mow often enough to 
remove 1/3 of the leaf surface. 

8. Your choice of grass and fertilizer is 
dependent upon soil and growing 
conditions.
